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Claim Objections 

4. Claims 2, 4, 5 and 6 objected to because of the following informalities: Examiner 
request that in Claim 2, the word/term "above-mentioned" is omitted/taken out the claim and in 
Claims 4-6, the word/term "above mentioned" is omitted/taken out the claims and in Claim 6, the 
word/term "in recent history" should be changes to either "previous" or a similar word. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 2 objected to because of the following informalities: Regarding Claim 2, where the 
limitation states, "...that the above-mentioned averages of speed are calculated using the sum 
of the speeds and the number of samples ." Examiner request an explanation of what is the 
number of samples and in the responds clarify how it is being used. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 4-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Examiner request that the Applicant 
expound of the use of the "forgetting factor" in the specification, drawings and claims. Examiner 
wants to understand how the forgetting factor is used to update the gain and zero factors of the 
invention with regards to the claims. Also, the submission of an updated specification and 
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drawings, as described above, would help in this process. No new matter may be introduced in 
the claims. 

Claims 4-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
Examiner wants to understand how the forgetting factor is used to update the gain and zero 
factors of the invention with regards to the claims. Also, the submission of an updated 
specification and drawings, as described above, would help in this process. No new matter may 
be introduced in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC $ 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-3 and 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Murakami et 
al (4914365). 

Regarding Claims 1, 3 and 7. Murakami discloses a control device for servomotor, which 
shows the averages of speed reference (Figure 1 item w*) and speed measurement (Figure 1 
item wm) for both downward and upward constant-speed travel are calculated, whereupon the 
gain and zero factors are identified (Figure 1 items 2 and 6; column 2 lines 31-68 and column 3 
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lines 1-2) and the measured speed measurement value is corrected to the corrected value 
(Figure 1 item wp*; column 2 lines 31-68 and column 3 lines 1-2). 

Regarding Claim 2. Murakami shows averages of speeds are calculated using the sum 
of the speeds (Figure 1 items 1 and 8). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claim 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Murakami et al 
(4914365) in view of Hakala et al (WO 99/28229). 

Regarding Claim 8. . Murakami discloses a control device for servomotor, which shows 
the averages of speed reference (Figure 1 item w*) and speed measurement (Figure 1 item wm) 
for both downward and upward constant-speed travel are calculated, whereupon the gain and 
zero factors are identified (Figure 1 items 2 and 6; column 2 lines 31-68 and column 3 lines 1-2) 
and the measured speed measurement value is corrected to the corrected value (Figure 1 item 
w P *; column 2 lines 31-68 and column 3 lines 1-2). However, the invention does not mention it 
use as an elevator drive. 

Hakala discloses an elevator control system for synchronous motor, which is related to 
correcting speed measurement values (abstract). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to use Murakami's invention of a 
control device for servomotors or similar with Hakala's elevator control system for synchronous 
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motor. The advantage would provide a system that measures the load weight data continuously 
and the load weight data can be utilized in the stabilization of elevators during travel.
